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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-16 are in the application. 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informaUties: 

On page 9, line 15, reference is made to "Figure 20", but there is no such figure in the 
drawings. In lines 25-27, it is stated that the weights 42 are shown in figure 12 to be about the 
235 degree position, and the next sentence says they are at the 90 degree position. This is 
confusing. The next sentence states that the weights are shown in the 90 degree position in figure 
10. Figure 10, however, shows the weights between the 90 degree position and the 180 degree 
position. 

On page 12, line 10, "30" should be changed to -28-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 

3. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which apphcant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, lines 16, 26 and 35, it is not clear what is meant by "90+/- 40 degrees" 

In claim 1 1, line 4, it s not clear what "is synchronized with said first motor". How can the first 

motor be synchronized with itself? 

In claim 14, lines 8 and 12, there is no proper antecedent for "a mode 2 operation". 
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In claim 15, the claim states that means are provided for rotating said propulsion system 360 
degrees for "other functions such as slowing down the said payload platform". Rotation of 360 
degrees would cause the system to be at its original point and would not provide different 
functions. 



Conclusion 



4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Dean, Farral, Halvorson et al, Srogi and Stopplecamp disclose different propulsion 
systems.
